W est Germans Told 
Special Pass Needed 
To Enter Big City 


BERLIN (AP) — Communists 
erected 
an iron curtain against 
West G erm ans inside Berlin to­ 
day. 
In a new challenge to the West, 
the East Germ an regime forced 
West G erm an visitors to get red- 
stamped passes for entry into the 
Communist sector of the divided 
old capital. 
The move defied the four-pow­ 
er agreem ent for free movem ent 
that even the Soviets have re ­ 
spected since the four powers took 
over in the sum m er of 1945. 
Ludwig E rhard, acting head of 
the West G erm an governm ent in 
the absence of vacationing C han­ 
cellor Konrad 
Adenauer, rushed 
by 
plane 
to 
West 
Berlin. 
He 
charged 
the 
Communists 
with 
com mitting “ a striking breach of 
law.” 
E rhard, who is vice chancellor 
and m inister of economics of the 
Bonn government, was m et at the 
airport 
by 
West 
Berlin

Willy Brandt. They went into an 
Immed ate conference. 
The travel restrictions went into 
force at midnight and were g ra d ­ 
ually tightened at main crossing 
points between the two sectors of 
the city.

There w ere no reports of any 
interference with road or rail tra f­ 
fic over the 110-mile stretch from 
the West G erm an border to this 
isolated city, such as m arked the 
1948 blockade.

Less Favorable 


Nation's Idle Rate 
Shows Sizable Jump 


WASHINGTON (A P )-B o th 
the 
num ber of jobholders and u n em ­ 
ployment declined 
in 
August 
in 
what was a somewhat less favor­ 
able job picture. It showed a siz­ 
able jum p in the idle rate. 
The Labor D epartm ent reported 
today that employment declined 
from 68,689,000 in July to 68,282.* 
OOO in August, a drop of 407,000. 
This is a record for August. But 
the seasonal trend is for the e m ­ 
ployment total to remain almost 
unchanged from July, 


Unemployment 
declined 
from 
4,017,000 in July to 3,788,000 in 
August, a decrease of 229,000, 
T ie total wont force declined by 
636,000. Most of the drop was in 
agriculture as expected. 
The rate of unemployment to 
the total work force rose from 
5.4 per cent in July to 5.9 per 
cent in August—the highest such 
idle rate since last November. 
Seymour Wolfbein, deputy 
a s­ 
sistant secretary of labor, sa.d, 
however, that the idle rate does 
not take into account the early 
automobile industry model change­ 
overs this year. He said the de­ 
partm ent never has been able to 
adjust p r o p e r l y for seasonal 
changes in the auto industry.

picture, 
Wolfbein said that employment is 
continuing to move along “ at a 
very high plateau.” But, he said, 
this bright picture on the em ploy­ 
ment side is tem pered by red u c­ 
ed job holding in the steel indus­ 
try.

DiSalle pointed out that in Ohio 
the attorney general is an elected 
official in his own right and not 
responsible to the chief executive. 
Formal opinions issued by tre at­ 
torney general 
have the force of 
law, traditionally unless and until 
they are upset by Lie courts. 
“ Yet the impression left by the 
Peale group statem ent would be, 
if left unchallenged, that o n l y 
since I became governor has this 
practice been perm itted. 
“ I believe Dr. Peale and his 
group owe me 
a 
apology and a 
oublic retraction circulated just 
as widely as the original.”

New Methods of Education 


School Year 1960-61 may be termed part 
two of education's evolution in the Uni­ 
ted States. 
Part one being the radical 
transition occurring between World War 
I and the present, during which the one- 
room localized school house gave way 
to 
consolidated multi-community 
structures 
and the elementary subjects of education 
were dwarfed by the sciences. 
No clear-cut pattern has appeared to in­ 
dicate the avenues to be outstanding dur­ 
ing part two. but the multitude of experi­ 
ments being conducted this term for the 
first time testifies to the eagerness of ed­ 
ucators to explore *ful!v the potential of 
the classroom. 
A survey bv the National Education As­ 
sociation of innovations being offered has 
uncovered a wide range of new teaching 
and administrative methods, all designed 
to improve the quality of teaching. Almost 
from community to community there is a 
dissimilarity in pattern of educational e m ­ 
phasis, hut it is this wide - ranging exper­ 
imentation which 
promises a 
r e w a r d s 
finale to this school year. 
From a longer day (both high schools 
and elementary grades in various parts of 
the nation are offering school days of se v ­ 
en or eight hours) to a longer continuity 
in specialized courses (Highland Park. II!., 


will begin tea c h in g ‘Spanish in kindergar­ 


ten and continue it through eighth grade), 


plans for developing 
a 
better educated 
graduate. 


Teachers will have daily classes in ele­ 
mentary subjects in New York and De­ 
troit to keep their talents sharp, three 11- 
month terms replace the traditional four- 
rear high school in Mineola, N. Y.. and 
special squads of teachers will man school- 
*ooms in slum areas of Pittsburgh, Phila­ 
delphia, Cleveland, Milwaukee and other 
cities in an attempt to reduce disciplinary 
problems and instill a desire to learn. 
, These are only some of the more revol- 
itionarv ideas being .tried, but through­ 
out the nation schools are 
bubblin over 
with enthusiasm for journeys through un­ 
explored paths. Tomorrow's methods will 
’merge from the trail blazing now under

He is not the m an 
of m ystery tnat Stalin was or the 
rem o te philosopher that Lenin w as 
I h e a r d Lenin speak on several 
occasions; he was not an o rato r: 
nothing like 
T rotsky 
who 
could 
m ak e the ra f te r ring. K h rush chev 
is a bi: of a c l o w n . 
He knows 
how to m a k e an audience laugh. 
he can stick the knife in deep and 
then pour salt into the wound. 
There is a record of more than 
40 occasions on which Khrushchev 
threatened nuclear destrdction of 
some conntnes or 
of 
the 
whole 
World. Among 
the 
recipients 
of 
these threats have been D enm ark. 
France, West 
G erm any, 
Greece. 
Iceland, Iran, I t a l y , Japan, the

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Wall Street's 
Pessimism May Winds of Change 


Be Overdone 
Blow over Africa 


Cautious Observers 
Say It's Too Soon To 
Declare Recession

NEW VORK (A P )—Wall Street 
could be overdoing its pessimism 
just as business overdid its op­ 
tim ism at the turn of the year. 
Industrial and financing statis­ 
tics have been giving the stock 
m arket little to cheer about of 
late and stock prices have been 
bid down. 


But those who are as cautious 
about 
pessimism 
as 
they 
are 
about optimism say it's much too 
soon to jump to conclusions and 
consider a recession a shoo-i n . 
The stock m arket is often a sen­ 
sitive reflector of business senti­ 
ment. But some think it’s too sen­ 
sitive. They feel 
it 
swings too 
easily to extrem es. 
And outside New- York th ere’s 
a strong tendency for businessmen 
to feel that the New York indus- ; 
trial and financial com munity as i 
a whole is too volatile, too easily I 
swayed by passing news items. 
The rest of the nation is slower 
to 
go overboard for either ex­ 
trem e pessimism or optimism. 
The 
bearish-minded 
have 
had 
plenty of statistics to point to of 
late. 
It’s their interpretation of 
them that’s in question. 
Consumer spending hasn’t been i 
increasing at its old pace. Indus- t 
trial output hasn t recovered its 
rip. Factory unem ployment is still 
high. 
New 
orders 
for 
durable 
goods have been lagging. And in : 
the nondurable sector orders have 
slowed down after a long period 
of strength. Industry has trim m ed 
a bit its plans for spending on 
plant and equipment. 
But the traditional sum m er lull 
could account for a lot of that. 
And a normal reaction from last 
w inter’s 
abnormal buildup after 
the steel strike could account for 
more. 
Plus factors that many count 
upon to give the economy at least 
a mild boost soon include: Signs 
that 
in 
many 
industries 
stocks 
have been cut back to near bot­ 
tom levels, meaning that new o r­ 
ders should soon be forthcoming; 
easier money should help— it’s al­ 
ways a bit slow in catching on; 
housing observers think building 
m ay have seen the worst of the 
drop and be ready to recover, al­ 
though probably not notably un­ 
til next spring; the auto indus­ 
tr y ’s troubles—high stocks of un­ 
sold 1960 cars and the seasonal
